MELEE IN TIMES SQUARE 


Fascisti Rescue Comrade Who 
Is Attacked—Reserves Quell 
Disturbance. 


The tribute of the city to the heroic 
dead of the nation’s wars was marred 
yesterday by three outbreaks of vio- 
lence, all of which arose directly from 
the Memoria! Day program. 

The first was in the Bronx and 
happened. early. . Two Italians, both 
members of the Fascist movement in 
this country, were murdered. One was 
stabbed and the other was. shot and 
stabbed as the pair started up the 
stairs of the Third Avenue elevated 
station at 183d Street. Their assail- 
ants, numbering tw. or three, were 
described by the police as anti-Fascisti. 
The slain men were on their way to 
join a detachment of 400 of their 
black-shirted brethren who marched 
in the Manhattan parade. 

The second ‘episode was @ threatened 
riot on the doorstep —— Bigeare. 
Wher the. detachment of +400 Fascist! 
returned to their at 145 
West Forty-fifth Street, after the pa- 
rade had disbanded, three anti-Fas- 
cisti attacked one of the marchers. A 
hundred of his comrades piled down 
the stairs and set upon the attacking 
trio. The yeserves arrived on the dou- 
ble quick and ended the affray. 

The next, and in point of numbers 
and disorder the most serious disi .p- 
tion to a program that hitherto has 
been synonymous with patriotism, or- 
der and reverence, developed in 
Queens. About 1,000 white-robed and 
hooded Klansmen, with 400 women 
relatives and friends, sought to parti- 
cilpate in the Memorial Day parade 
through Jamaica. The result was a 
riot. 

Spectators from the 20,000 along the 
route of the Queens parade took sides. 
Women fought women ‘and spectators 
fought the policemen and the Klans- 
men, ag. their desire dictated. Com- 
batantse were knocked down, Klan 
banners were shredded, and at one 
point the Stars and Stripes, unwitting- 
ly, was trampled.under foot. in the 
end the Klansmen covered the route 
they had set out upon and placed a 
memorial wreath where they had 
planned. Five of their number had 
been arrested, however. 


Two Fascist! Murdered. 


The two men murdered in the Bronx 
were Joseph Carisi, 39 years old, a 
tailor, living at 2,414 Belmont Avenue, 
the Bronx, and Nicholas Amorroso, 22 
years old; a printer, of 515 Hast 188th 
Street, also in the Bronx. Both were 
War veterans, the former having served 
in the United States Army and Amor- 
roso in the Italian Army. 

They were ina group of fifteen other 
Fascisti at the elevated station bound 
down to the headquarters of the Fas- 
cist League of North America, when 
they were attacked suddenly and (eft 


dead by their assailants, who escaped.

A draft of :. model treaty between the

Murray Butler, President of Columbia 
and President of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace, and by 
Dr. James T. Shotwell, Professor of 
History at Columbia and director of 
the division of Economics and History 
of the Carnegie Foundation. The' draft 
was prepared by Professor Shotwell 
and Professor J. P. Chamberlain, 
director of the legislative drafting re- 
search work at Columbia. : 
. The proposed treaty is an adapta- 
tion and combination of the Locarno 
agreements and the existing treaties 
between France and the United States. 
In many instances it follows those 
treaties word for word. 

Part I of the draft treaty, outlawing 
war, is based on the Locarno agreé- 
ments, and Part II, providing for ar-

Memorial to the Dead in War. 


Its authors submitted’ the draft 
treaty as a memorial to those who 
have died for their country, and ex- 
plained, following the Memorial Day 


exercises in St. Paul’s chapel at Colum- 
bia, that they acted as individuals and 
not for any organization or institution. 
Dr. Butler'said.that neither Columbia 
University nor the Carnegie Endow- 
ment had any connection with the pro- 
posed treaty. 

Professor Shotwell said it was in no 
way connected with the proposed com- 
pulsory arbitration treaty made public 
on Saturday by the American Founda- 
tion, organized by Edward Bok to 
maintain the American Peace Award. 
He said it was doubtful if the proposed 
draft would have been.undertaken had 
it not been for a conversation he had 
last March with M. Briand, with whom 
he discussed the possibility of a joint 
statem nt by France and America of 
common ideals and attitudes toward 
the question of eliminating war. 

In connection with Memorial Day 
both Dr, Butler and Professor Shotwell 
paid ‘high tribute to the e -making 
flight of Captain Charles Lindbergh. 
Dr. Butler praised the flight of Lind- 
bergh as a. new incentive to interna- 
tional concord and extolled the courage 
of Nungesser and Coli, saying: 

“The achievement of courage and 
skill and youth have touched the heart 
of America: and of France, and the 
two peoples can look out upon the 
thousands, of graves in the devastated 

land and feel that something powerful 
has.come into the lives of both. But 
in our common joy and satisfaction 
and frien p we would not forget 
the two young Frenchmen who set out 

o-the same brave act. ; 
ether it be that their sepulchre 
is the deep water of the Atlantic or 
the mist and dark of the Northern for- 
ests, their names, their courage and 
skill. and youth are. in our, minds this 
Memorial Day. We salute from this 
side of the water the families from 
\which they came and the nation to

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Another 
reduction in the interest on long-term 
Government securities was announced 
today by Secretary Mellon in offering 
in exchange at par for Second Liberty 
Loan bonds, of which $1,697,337,050 are 
still outstanding, an issue of Treasury 
bonds bearing 3% per cent. ‘interest, 
maturing in 1947 and callable in 1943. 
The remaining Sécond Liberty bonds 
bear interest at 44% per cent. and have 
been called for redemption on Nov. 15. 
“The Treasury Department also of- 
fered to receive cash subscriptions for 


cent. bonds, but purchasers will have

The $200,000,000 will be used, with 
surplus revenue of the Government, to 
retire about .$378,000,000 of short-term 
‘certificates which mature on June 15.

In March Secretary 
Mellon exchanged 3% per cent. Treas- 
ury notes for $1,360,000,000 of the Sec- 
ond Liberties, thereby effecting a sav- 
ing of $10, 200,000 in interest annually,

The’ decision of Secretary Mellon 
concerning the June financing pro- 
gram has been awaited with inter- 
est by the financial world, as there

ADEQUATE DEFENSE URGED 


More Attention to Foreign Affairs 
Necessary, Says President, in 
Lauding Soldier Heroes. .

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Pleading 
for international peace and law ob- 
servance at home, President Coolidge, 
in an address at the Memorial Day 
ceremonies at Arlington National 
Cemetery this afternoon, declared for 
the settlement of international dis- 
putes through peaceful means and 
urged that the United States, as an 
important power; extend to other na- 
tions “the hand of helpfulness and 
friendship” in the discharge of obli- 
gations to humanity. 

Stressing obedience to the laws in 
this country, the President declared 
that “if we desire to be an influence 
in order and law, tranquillity and 
good-will in the world we must be de- 
termined to make sufficient sacrifices 
to live by these precepts at home. We 
can be a moral influence in the world 
only to the extent. that. we, establish 
morality in our own country.” 

In making his reference to foreign 
questions in a speech devoted almost 
entirely to homage to the sdidier dead, 
President said that the United 


tional agreementa and <cordict ‘end 
rely on reason and law. We recog- 
nize that in 
world this‘is 
be immediately realized, yet little by 
little, step by step, in every>»practical 
way, we should show our determ:na- 
tion to press on toward this mark 
of our high calling.” 

The President .said. that this Gov- 
ernment had proceeded in accordanze 
with these principles in its relations 
with .China, Nicaragua: and -Mexico, 
and then asserted that the foreign re- 
lations of the United States were be- 

coming more and more - important, 
Yand constitute a field to which: it 
will be necéssary for our Government 
and our people to give much moré at- 
tention than now is réalized.” 


Justifies Our Past Wars. 


The President asserted that the 
United States had never gone to war 
for aggression, and that in all its his- 
tory it had resorted to war. always 
for a “justifiable cause.” He favored 
reductions of armaments by interna- 
tional agreement, but said that *‘‘to 
consent to their abolition would be 
to expose suiselves first to aggression 
and finally tv destruction.” 

Emphasizing that this country aimed 
to maintain tranquillity at home and 
peace abroad, Mr. Cooliage said this 
nation’s position in world sffairs must 
not be overlooked. He pictured the 
United States in possession of great 
wealth and high place, wth nearly 
every civilized nation our jiebtor. 

‘We are sufficiently acquainted with 
human nature to realize that we are 
oftentimes the object of envy,” he 
added. ‘“‘Unles we maintain sufficient 
forces to be placed at points. of 
when they arise,, thereby avoiding tor 
the most part serious attack 
would be grave danger that we would 
suffer from violent outbreaks; so de- 
stroying our rights and compromising 
our honor that war would become in- 
evitable.”’

‘ WASHINGTON, May 30.—An American naval destroyer will 
be detached to bring Captain Charles A. Lindbergh back to the 
United States sooner than June 15, if he desires, it was said at the 
Navy Department today. That is the date when the destroyers in 

. European waters under the command of Captain Galbraith are | 
- scheduled to start home. ! 

The flier was offered one of these vessels soon after he reached 
Paris. A message reported to have been sent by him to his mother 
at Detroit last week indicated that he would accept the offer, but 
so far the Navy Department has not heard from him. It is possible 
that, if he has decided to come on a destroyer, he has notified the 
Naval Attaché at Parts, Brissels or London. 

One surmise among naval officials is that Captain Lindbergh 
will start home at the end of the present week, or June 4, but they 
have no confirmation of this. 

That his monoplane cannot be brought on a destroyer is the 
belief in naval circles. Arrangements may be made for it to come on 
some other naval vessel.

There have been promising receptions prepared for 
me back home, and in the past twenty-four hours I have seen 
that it is best for me to be moving back toward the United 
States. 

Frankly, I did not realize at first what interest my flight 
would arouse. But now it has apparently come to be regarded 
as a sort of international affair, and certainly it makes me 
proud to feel that the great welcome given me and the praise 
heaped on me were directed toward my country. Looking at

Lindbergh this afternoon attended 
the Memorial Day service which 
was held for the seventh successive 
year at St. Margaret’s Church, 
Westminster, commemorating the 
American officers and men who lie 
buried in the British Isles. 

The fact that Lindbergh would be 
present was not generally known, 
and few saw him enter the church 
with Ambassador Houghton. They 
were conducted to seats in the front 
pew, and behind them were accom- 
modated representatives of the Em- 
bassy and American societies in 
England.

Crowds Cheer Slim Ranks of 
Civil War Veterans in the 
Memorial Day Pageant. 


WAR WOUNDED IN BUSES 


Regulars, Guardsmen, Legionaires 
and Other Units Viewed by 
Throngs in Manhattan. 


The band played “Marching Through 
Georgia,” and yesterday only 200 vet- 
erans were there to respond. River- 
side Drive sparkled in the. sunshine 
of a crystal day that deepened the 
color in the flag they had loved and 
followed. 

Ten thousand of the 15,000 in the 
@nnual, Memorial Day parade had 


swung by the reviewing stand at 
Ninetieth Street. Keen, young, jaunty 
veterans of the World War, the snap 
of their training of ten years ago still 
in their ranks and their rhythmictread. 
Older men of the war with Spain, 
their ranks yet well filled, had gone 
past, and the bands had played the 
marching airs of ’98 and of ‘18 and 
of today. 

Down from beyond the bend in the 
Drive, where the thousands of spec- 
tators were hanked in dense *forma- 
tion, were heard the notes of the band 
playing the Civil War marching music. 
Once, in what 'seems a distant time 
now, the fifes and drums had struck 
into that stirring tune and a’ host in 
biue had swept triumphantly across 
a stricken and fighting State to the 
sea. , 

Rank after rank, battalion after 
battalion, regiment after regiment— 
an army of young men, as active, as 
alert and as fit as the American 
Legion of the present, had marched 
in that bygone day. And yesterday, 
the band was calling again, just as 
potently as ever, but the bandsmen 
were playing slowly, so slowly, to ac- 
commodate the slow steps of the sur- 
vivors of that one-time host. 


Cheer Men of the G. A. R. 


A ripple and then a roar of applause 


and the sturdy remnant of the Grand 
Army of the Republic came into sight 
of the grandstand. Frail shoulders 
that were bowed with the burden of 
age throughout the remainder of the 
years were squared once more. Eyes 
that usually are dimmed were reve J 
fied and came to the left as promptly 
as those of the most robust of buck: 
privates. Thin, white hands came with- 
out a hint of tremor to the brim of 
kepis and campaign hats, and the. 
G. A. R., as valiant as ever, as ready 
to say ‘‘Present, sir’ to any war, went 
on in salute. 

Fighting ‘‘Phil’’ Kearney’s Post came 
first. Four were in line, ranged beside 
the shot-torn colors, the tattered re- 
mains of a standard. Three of the 
veterans trudged by, a flush of color in 
their cheeks. The fourth was sup- 
ported by a young man. This veteran 
was utterly spent, although the G. A. 
R. men walked only eleven blocks. 
Conscious that it was his day of all 
the year, he had refused to join the 
majority of his old-time comrades in 
carriages or automobiles. 

After the survivors of this post came 
three of the famous Hawkins Fire 
Zouaves, with their tight-fitting jackets 
of blue and their baggy red trousers 
and their fezes. One of their number 
was bent by age. but his comrades 
marched with the vim of young 
guardsmen, and each carried the 
scarred flags of their battles, the 
shreds of the banners being carefully 
taped the whipping wind.

10,000 MARCH IN BROOKLYN. 


250 G. A: R. Veterans Ride in Autos 
in Parade of Four Miles. 


_ More than 10,000 marchers participat- 
ed in Brooklyn’s annual Memorial Day 


parade yesterday morning. The im- 

sing army contained veterans of the 

ivil, Spanish-American and World 
Wars and others who saw service in 
several minor military campaigns of 
the nation. In addition there were 
units from the regular army, the Na- 
tional Guard and the Boy Scouts. The 
parade passed over four miles of 
streets crowded on both sides by cheer- 
ing thousands. 

Gene Henry M. Morrow acted as 
reviewing officer in the absence of 
Major Gen. James H. McRae, com- 
manding the Second Corps Area, who 
was called suddenly to Washington. 
The reviewing stand was in Eastern 
Parkway near Prospect Park. In the 
stand were Borough President James 
J. Byrne, Brig. Gen. George Albert 
Wingate, Surrogate of Kings County; 
Dr. Lewis S. Pilcher, Past Commander 
of the G.-A. R., and many other promi- 
nent citizens of the borough. 

The parade started at 9 o’clock at 
Wynn Square, Bedford and Division 
Avenues. The line of march was 
through Bedford Avenue to St. Mark’s 
Avenue, to Brooklyn Avenue, to East- 
ern Parkway and under the Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Arch to Grand Army 
Plaza, dedicated last year to those who 
fought in the gm to preserve the 
Union, where it disbanded. 

At the head of the column was Grand 
Marshal George R. Brown, a member 
of the G. A. R. His aides were John 
T. Alexander and William H. French, 
also survivors of the Civil War. 

In the second division were the vet- 
erans of the Civil War. Major Joseph 
Caccavajo, a veteran of the Spanish- 
American War, who acts as Adjutant 
General of the G. A. R., said there 
were about 250 of the G. A. R. in the 
parade, There are only about 400 left 
in Broolgyn and the other 150 were 
prevented from participating by physi- 
cal infirmities, he said. 

The G. A. R. veterans rode in auto- 
mobiles, although some protested that 
they could 1 h, Their average age 
is 83 years. — wore escorted by the 
Sons of Veterans of the Civil War.

ourteenth”’ of Brooklyn, which won 
for them the familiar name of “The 
Red-Legged Devils.’’

Americans Abroad Deck Graves at 
Plymouth and Cherbourg. 
PLYMOUTH, England, May 30 (#).— 
Celebrating Memorial Day, Commander 
William C. C. Stiles at the head of a 


party of sailors from the American 
destroyers Tousy and Brack, bearing 
the Stars and Stripes, marched to St. 
Andrew's. Church where the heart of 
Sir Francis Drake is interred. 

After a solemn service wreaths were 
deposited and last post sounded at the 
graves of Commander William Henry 
Allen and Midshipman Richard Delpby 
of the American brig Argus, who 
died of wounds in action with the 
British brig Pelican on August 14, 1813.

CHOKE ALL ROADS 


Caravans Créep Along Due to 
| . Holiday Traffic Moving 
Into the City. 


All roads entering New York City 
were crowded with returning auto- 
mobiles last night. At Perth Amboy 
and. Weehawken the traffic waiting 


for ferry service formed solid lines for 
more than a mile. 

Thousands of automobiles awaited 
their turns before the ferry houses in 
Staten Island and at all points on the 
New — side. All roads in Long 
Island in Westchester Country 
were filled last night with long. slowly 
moving processions of traffic. Tens 
of thousands of horns were honking at 
delays at turns and at other e- 
hecks along the road. 

The peak of the traffic, crossing the 
city line from Long occurred 
at 7:45 o’clock last night. Most of this 
traffic was returning over six main 
lines, which condensed to three after 
entering the city limits. Within the 
city limits the traffic movement was 
greatly slowed down, but it was never 
paralyzed entirely as it has been in 
some of the great traffic jams of the 
last few years. Most of the policemen 
in Queens were used last night as 
traffic policemen, and they succeeded 
in preventing major traffic tie-ups. 

The fine weather and the increasing 
tendency to shut down all business 
and make a complete holiday of Deco- 
ration Day caused greater holiday 
crowds to leave town over the week- 
end than ever before at this season of 
the year. Yesterday’s crush at the 
railroad terminals and the jam on the 
automobile roads were nearly equal to 
Labor Day traffic. At the Grand Cen- 
tral Station, where fifty-eight extra 
trains came in yesterday, the crowds 
handled were reported to be one-fourth 
greater than on any previous Decora- 
tion Day. 

The railroads and the ferry services 
had made great preparations for 
handling the crowds. State troopers 
and local police were busy on the roads 
in New Jersey and Westchester 
County.

Ex-Chief of Army Air Service in 
Passaic Address Urges State 
to Enforce Dry Law.

way. They broke through Harley’s 
“line” and joined the parade. There 
was much booing from the specta- 
tors, who had chaffed Klansmen and 
policemen alike up to that time. 

The parade went along Jamaica Ave- 
nue to 117th Street and turned into 
Hillside Avenue. At this point the 
parade halted and Inspector Harley 
again tried to induce the white-robed 
marchers to leave. The parley lasted 
thirty minutes and the whole parade 
remained where it had stopped. 

Finally, Captain Arthur Lowe of 
Jamaica, Adjutant of Alfred M. Wood 
Post, G. A. R., talked with Harley, 
and the parade again got under way. 

At Queens Boulevard and Hillside 
Avenue, Captain John McQueeney and 
fifty additional patrolmen, reinforced 
Harley and once again the parade 
stopped. Failing in verbal persuasion 
to convince the Klansmen that they 
should leave, the police tried to isolate

WASHINGTON, May 30.—A drive on 
Congress to reduce the corporation tax 
will be made in December by the .1,500 
organizations comprising the United 
States Chamber of Commercé, accord- 
ing to an announcement made today. 

The special committee on taxation of 
the Chamber will make a specified de- 


mand for a reduction of the corpora- | 


tion income tax rate to 10 per cent. 
from the 1344 per cent. rate now in 
force. This will be the main item on 
the Chamber’s demand for tax revision. 


“Such a reduction,’’ it Was asserted, 
“should be made, even if it were to 
involve a deficit at the end of the fis- 
cal year, on the ground that the im- 
position of so. heavy a burden upon 
productive enterprise is wrong in prin- 
ciple and retards the economic devel- 
opment of the country.” 

In making known its campaign to ef- 
fect tax reduction the Chamber stated 
that, as things stand, the Treasury 
books on June 30 will show a surplus of 
$450,000,000, while. the 3% per cent. tax 
reduction in the corporation levy, would 
amount. to only about $325,000,000, 
“leaving a margin of $125,000,000 for 
reductions in other directions, such as 
the repeal of the Federal éstate tax 
and the war excise taxes on vapticales 
business.”’

The twentieth century 
can best work with twentieth century 
toels, whether the effort be directed 
towerd increasing the sum of human 
enjoyment or toward diminishing 
man’s inherited ijastindts fer violence 
and conflict. 


Assails Bolshevist Propaganda. 


‘These modern scientific methods 
pre now, somewhat belatedly, being 
actively applied to the scourge of Hol- 
phevism. I believe that the people in 
every country have got to choose be- 
tween order and anarchy, between 
honesty and thievery, between every- 
day virtue and crime. Hither we be- 
lieve in orderly society-or we don’t; 


if we do we ought to use all the power 
within us to defend and advance it. 
The impudent, mischievous interfer- 
enee of paid, organized propaganda in 
the administration of Governments 
threyughout the world has gone stead- 
ily on, and, in common with others, 1 
have been forced by these events to 
vigw with increasing apprehension this 
sinister movement. 

“Ag we stand here beside the graves 
of the men who gave up their lives 
in one of the great wars of liberation 
we may well ask ourselves what is 

aing to protect us from this engroach/ 
ng peril, which bids fair to be as dis- 

rous as the one which cost them 
their existence. For the war in which 
they were killed is only one of the 
which have been waged for the 
rights of the people against the power 
of tyranny—a tyranny which has us- 
ually presented itself under the form 
of absolution. 

‘We achieved our liberty in 1776, the 
French in 1789. Year after ycar in 
other lands the struggle has been se: 
newed until wit the Allies’ victory 
many of us came at last to believe 
that the fight for freedom had been 
practically won. 

‘In our euthtsiasm we did not take 
inte account another enemy of repre- 
sentative government—I mean disease; 
a disease to which innocent, well-mean- 
i people are being universally and 
deliberately exposed. We seemed un- 
mindful of the fact that health is ag 
preearious and important in nations as 
it is in men, and when we slowly 
aweke to the danger the infection had 
ap immeasurably. 

“The case of Russia ig the saddest 
example of a moral debacle known to 
history, and the results which have 
followed the patient efforts and fore- 
bearance of healthy nations in dealing 
with this insidieus menace are most 
discouraging, for we believe in the 
beneficence of our tried forms of Gov- 
ernment which we consider have dem- 
onstrated their capacity to lead man- 
kind on to its highest estate. 


Most “‘Tyrannical Despotism.”’ 


“For centuries civilized peoples have 
tenaciously and heroically struggled 
not merely for political freedom, but 
fer the widest diffusion of human hap- 
piness, and at the moment when they

fairs Bureau discloses reckless ex- 
travasance and waste of city funds 
on lixury automobiles for Tammany

“Facts show that, if economy were 
practiced on this one item alone, a 
sum of more than $1,000,000 a year 
would be saved and be available for 


improvements, now deferred or de- 
nied because, as the heads of the City 
Government repeatedly plead at meet- 
ings of the Board of Estimate, ‘Where 
is the money to come from?’ 

“Controller Charles W. Berry, in a 
public statement on Sept. 7, 1926, com- 
plained that city automobiles were ‘a 
rapidly growing item,’ costing more 
money than the upkeep of all except 
‘a few of our great city departments.’

Tells of Columbia Sentiment. 


President Butler told the seniors they 
were the last and youngest company in 
a long procession of graduates that be- 


gan at Columbia 173 years ago with a 
class of seven men, each of whom 
came to be “representative of some- 
thing worth while in the city, in the 
State and in the nation.” Dr. Butler 
further said: 

Any one who has come in touch with 
the long, continuing life of Columbia 
holds sentimental contact, relationship 
and comradeship far more important, 
far more influential, far more lasting 
than any possible amount of informa- 
tion, however scholarly, however prac- 
tical that information may seem to be. 

“One who has come under the touch 
of that sentiment, who has felt it take 
control of him, will find it rises up 
again in his heart and mind after 
twenty, thirty, forty or fifty years, and 
when you rejoin members of that 
group, however separate they may 
have become by the events and occu- 
pations of life, there will be that 
abounding sentiment which is the 
strongest and best thing you get from 
your undergraduate days. It is more 
difficult now than it used to be. 

“In these later days everything is 
changed. No two men follow precisely 
the same program of study for four 
years. One set of companions this 
hour or today, another set that hour 
or tomorrow.

COMMISSION URGES 
MERGER OF CHURCHES 


Union. With Universalists . Is 
Recommended to Council of 
Congregationalists. 


OMAHA, May 30 (7).—Merger of the 
Congregational Church with the Uni- 
versalist Church, in so far as inter- 
change of clergymen, ideas and activi- 
ties are concerned, was recommended 
by the Interchurch Relations Commit- 
tee to the National Council of Con- 
gregationel Churches in session here 
today. The recommendation remains 
to be acted upon by the council. 

The commission, in making ita report, 
also favored merger of the church into 
a larger denomination with a half 
dozen others of “similar faith and 
policy.”” Denominations of the ‘Con- 
gregational type’ with whose commis- 
sions the church has conferred rela- 
tive to consolidation are the Christian, 
Universalist, Brethren, United Breth- 
ren, and Methodist Protestant. 

“The Congregational churches,” the 
commission counselled, “‘must not hesi- 
tate to surrender their historical names 
for the sake of promoting the larger 
unities which we all desire.” 

The Rev. Frank Sanders of New 
York City, Chairman of the commis- 
sion, said in commenting on the re- 
port: 

“The practical obstacle today to such 
unification is not so much our diffus- 
ing creeds, or policies, or plans for 
demonstrating the powers of the Chris- 
tian message, but specifically our un- 


willingness to forego familiar and his- 
toric terminology.”

“The keynote of the treaty is that it 
adapts and applies to existing condi- 
tions here the principles of the epoch- 
marking agreements of Locarno, en- 
tered into in October, 1925, by repre- 
sentatives of the German, Belgian. 
British, French, Italian, Polish and 
Czechoslovak Governments. It makes 
no attempt to extend our existing 
treaty provisions for compulsory arbi- 
tration or to bring about the compul- 
sory settlement of international dis- 
putes in any other form. It simply and 
briefly provides that the signatories re- 
nounce war among themselves as an 
instrument of public policy. 


Defensive War Defined. 


“The draft does not interfere in the 
least with any sovereign rights of the 


United States or of any other Govern- 
ment. Defensive war is recognized 
and for the first time is defined in 
terms that cannot be mistaken. The 
Monroe Doctrine, so far as this treaty 
would affect it, is stated in terms that 
are in harmony with the most enlig4&t- 
ened of recent international treaties. 
It does not affect relations between 
the United States and other American 
powers, but only relations between the 
United States and non-American pow- 
ers with reference to other American 
States. Matters of domestic jurisdic- 
tion, such as immigration and citizen- 
ship, are cared for and cannot be 
forced into arbitration under the terms 
of the treaty. Such questions could 
only come within- the scope of the 
treaty if at some future time they be- 
come part of international law and so 
pass into the field of international re- 
lations. No such far-reaching step 
can be taken without the consent of 
the United States. 

“The draft is based upon American 
precedent so far as substitutes for war 
are concerned. In the sections dealing 
with this subject, the text is that of 
existing treaties. The fundamental 
principle is that war as an instrument 
of policy is consciously and avowedly 
eliminated from the international re- 
lations of civilized powers. 

“It must not be forgotten that our 
existing arbitration treaties with 
France, Great Britain and Japan will 
shortly expire. The present therefore 
is the most opportune time to consider 
following them with a more far-reach- 
ing treaty, such as that now proposed. 
The language of these existing arbitra- 
tion treaties is incorporated in the 
present draft with the exception of the 
insertion of the International Court of 
Justice as an existing agency alter- 
native to the Permanent Court of 
Arbitration. 

“It is not possible in a short state- 
ment to do full justice to the knowl- 
edge and skill that have gone into the 
making of this draft. If supported by 
public opinion and incorporated into 
formal treaties, it will mark a long 
and most satisfactory step forward in 
getting rid of the great and appalling 
destruction of international war.’’ 


Shotwell Tells of Aims. 


Professor Shotwell characterized the 
proposed treaty as “‘An American Lo- 
carno,’”’ saying: 

*‘When on the sixth of April last, ‘on 
the tenth anniversary of America’s 
entrance into the World War, M. Bri- 
and, Foreign Minister of France, stated 
in an interview with The Associated 
Press, in Paris, that France would 
willingly subscribe publicly with the 
United States to the outlawry of war 
as between the two countries,.few at 
first, in either: France or the United 
States paid any attention to this most 
remarkable utterance. ? 

“After attention had been called to 
it, however, by President Nicholas 
Murray Butler, favorable comment by 
statesmen and in the press generally 
indicated a wide and growing interest 
in the proposal. But there was a 
question in many minds as to what the 
offer meant... Inthe first -place, ° it 
was addressed to the people of the 
United States rather than to-the Gov- 
ernment through diplomatic channels.. 
In the second place, it. used a formula 
unfamiliar to French @iplomacy, and 
the implications and of it 
were not quite clear. — .. 

“This. draft treaty is an. effort, to 
state just what the French offer would 
mean in the light of existing treaty 
obligations of the United States’.and 
France. At least, this was’ originally 
the purpose of the present draft; but 
as work upon it proceeded, it became 
clear that the treaty might be framed 
in terms licable to any r signa- 
tory of o.and to other non- 
American powers as well, including 
even Japan. Viewed in this light, the 
draft became not merely an effort to 
clarify the offer of M. Briand, but to

emotions of man, imprisoned for cen- 
turies by selfishness and ambition, 
be freed. 

“If Memorial Day is dedicated to 
memory, it must also be dedicated to 
home, for what use is memory if not 
to build the foundation for homes?” 
he said. ‘‘What use is war unless to 
open a path to peace? What use is 
death unless it leads to a larger life 
for others? 

“For 3,500 years there have been 
ringing across the centuries to a world 
that cannot hear the magnificent 
words of prophecy, ‘They shall beat 
their swords into plowshares and 
their spears into pruning-hooks, and 
nation shall not lift up sword against 
nation, neither shall they learn war 
any more.’ 

“For 3,500 years we have shown our- 
selves unable so to discipline temper, 
order ambition, restrain selfishness 
and temper intelligence that we might 
bring this great prophecy true as the 
great public policy of the world. 

“Our memories are tender. For what 
can touch us more than youth sent 
out with a high purpose to do a great 
service for the country? When it is 
all over, when asperity softens and 
bitterness gives way, then we will be 
deep and broad enough to know the 
full significance of it all and to re- 
member every deed performed on the 
great fields of a common cause. 

“We dare now have no enemy, but 
must change the ideal that led to the 
struggle, to sacrifice and sorrow, to 
loss and death, to millions of widows 
and orphans, to broken lives, and turn 
ourselves to learn the lessons of war. 

“What hope is there if after 3,500 
years the great voice of Isaiah has not 
been listened to? What chance have 
lesser voices than his to break down 
the hardness of human hearts, to tear 
open the walls of selfishness and self- 
satisfaction and ambition that shut in 
fairness and great public policies and 
hold them captive? 

“Today there is reason to bring the 
assurance—more reason than ever be- 
fore—that our youths did not die in 
vain, that the supreme sacrifice was 
not made by hundreds of thousands 
without the achievement of some prog- 
ress toward fulfilling the prophecy of 
Isaiah. 


Briand’s Plea for Peace. 


“On this tenth anniversary of the 
entry of the Government of the United 
States into the World War, a man who 
far more than any other speaks the 
true voice of the new freedom and who 
has testified by deeds his faith in new 
ideals speaks loud to the American 
people, casting aside the traditional 
formality, hesitancy and timorousness 
of a Government.

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AN AMERICAN LOCARNO. 

Captain LINDBERGH’s enthusiastic 
reception in France may not have 
been the great international event, 
welding the two nations together in- 
dissolubly, that some have pictured 
it. But undeniably it meant an ex- 
traordinary flowing together of the 
minds of two peoples. It also meant 
an opportunity. Coming so soon 
after the widespread and favorable 
discussion in this country of M. 
BRIAND’S offer to make an agree- 
ment forever outlawing war between 
France and the United States, it 
has seemed to furnish one reason 
more for pressing on with that great 
project. No one disputed the noble 
sentiment by which the offer of the 
French Government was inspired. 
But many doubted if the practical 
measures to embody it could be de- 
vised. Senator BorAH early pointed 
out that it would be necessary to 
throw the matter into legal terms 
and put them in the form of a 
treaty. Very well, such a treaty 
has been drafted, and today is made 
public. 

It is the work, painstakingly done 
and modestly submitted, of Profes- 
sor SHOTWELL of the Carnegie En- 
dowment and Professor, CHAMBER- 
LAIN of Columbia University. The 
nature and aims of their proposed 
treaties are explained and approved 
by President BUTLER. He points 
out the careful limitations which 
they imposed upon themselves. They 
did not attempt to draw up a docu- 
ment banishing all war from the 
earth everywhere. They did not set 
out to limit in any way the sover- 
eignty of the United States, or of 
any nation entering into the treaty. 
Questions of purely domestic juris- 
diction, like immigration, are specif- 
ically excluded. The peculiar posi- 
tion which the American Govern- 
ment occupies under the Monroe 
Doctrine is clearly recognized and 
provided for. Yet within the frame- 
work which the two professors pre- 
scribed for themselves they have 
laid down a simple yet comprehen- 
sive scheme under which the leading 
civilized nations may, if they choose, 
as - perfect international equals, 
agree “in no case to attack or in- 
“yvade each other or resort to war 
“ agaipst each other.” 

This general renunciation of war 
is quite on the lines of the Locarno 
Treaty. By it France and Germany 
pledge themselves never to wage an 
aggressive war against each other; 
and Italy and Great Britain under- 
take to come to the aid of the na- 
tion that might be attacked in spite 
of the agreement. That principle is 
wrought into the proposed treaty 
for adoption by the United States 
and France, or Japan, or Great Bri- 
tain, or Italy. The real weight of 
condemnation is upon the country 
going to war without having first 
exhausted every possibility of diplo- 
matic, arbitral or judicial settle- 
ment, and in disregard of a solemn 
undertaking never to enter upon an 
offensive -war. Even for the party

REED OF MISSOURI. 

Senator JAMES A. REED has be- 
gum in Oregon a preliminary sur- 
vey that will take him through a 
number of Western and Southern 
States. He will view the polit- 
ical landscape o’er. He will make 
speeches im every State which he 
visits. He will sow the seed that is 
to spring up, if conditions are fa- 
vorable, in crops of delegates. What- 
ever weather his hopes may meet 
with in 1928, his enterprise is com- 
mendable. He throws away the 
pretense that the nomination should 
seek the man, not the man the dele- 
gates, and all elderly men will ap- 
plaud his resolution for another 
reason. We are told that this or 
that person is too ancient to be a 
candidate for President. The old 
fellows may thrive in European 
statesmanship, but in the United 
States impetuous middle age must 
be served. 
If this is tradition, let us see 
whether it holds water. It is said 
that the one unbroken tradition of 
American politics is only a feeble 
lingering superstition and doesn’t 
amount to a hill of beans. How 
about the real or imaginary ban on 
hearty sexagenarians verging on 
the septuagenary period? Mr. REED 
was born in November, 1861, Mr. 
LOWDEN in January, 1861. Here 
are two aspirants to whom, without 
regard to politics, the devotees of 
longevity must wish well. If Mr. 
LOWDEN is sedentary, Mr. REED 
flashes with swift movement. Few 
livelier citizens are on the road. 
One of Senator REED’s favorite 
subjects, the enormous expense of 
the primaries in Illinois and Penn- 
sylvania, has perhaps not yet 
thrilled large numbers of persons 
as it has thrilled him; and it is 
rather inauspicious that he begins 
his expedition in the country that is 
thinking of nothing but LINDBERGH; 
and even if it weren’t, the floods 
have submerged SMITH and VARE 
for atime. But the floods have also 
given an opportunity to Mr. REED 
to demand a called session of Con- 
gress. Perhaps that is not an issue 
that reaches to 1928. Indeed, it 
seems moribund. He is expect- 
ed to trot out another favorite 
topic, “ international relations.” This, 
too, is rather shop-worn. Briefly 
stated, Mr. REED’s view is that the 
United States should beware of 
Europe and paddle its own canoe. 
There is one obstreperously living 
policy on which Mr. REED has 
strong opinions. If he will tell 
the Democrats of Texas, Louisiana, 
Georgia and Virginia, all included 
in his tour, just what he thinks of 
prohibition, he will do them a ser- 
vice. He will do himself a service 
among persons of whatever party 
who believe in honesty and courage. 
It is possible to differ with his 
judgment on many questions and 
at the same time to suspend one’s 
own on him generally, and wait to 
see if he will liberate his soul on 
the one matter that most pro- 
foundly interests the public and that 
politicians are most afraid of. If 
Mr. REED is trying to make land- 
marks on the sands of time, he 
never will do it by pussyfooting. 
That is not his cue. That is not his 
proved temper. And if he is going 
to lambaste “corruption,” where 
can he find more of it to the square 
inch than in the enforcement and 
non-enforcement of the Volstead 
act?

CANADA’S MIGRANT WORKERS. 
The Secretary of State explained 

to the Canadian Minister that it 
is the Administration’s wish to do 
everything possible to meet the 
objections of the Canadian Govern- 
ment to the latest ruling under 
the Immigration Restriction act of 
1924, which provides that after Dec. 
1 naturalized Canadian citizens will 
be permitted to enter the United 
States only after obtaining quota 
visas. Mr. KELLOGG even went so 
far as to say that if the matter could 


arose in Detroit, 
where several thousand Canadians 
cross the border each day to work 
in the automobile plants. Of these 





‘migration laws realized that the 
movement of Canadians and Ameri- 
cans across the border had always 
been easy and large, so that there 
were reasons for not jeopardizing 
the unusually close relations be- 
tween the two countries by restrict- 
ing it. It is not improbable that the 
reason’ why Mexican immigration 
was not restricted was because it 
was deemed unwise to discriminate 
against one neighbor in the Western 
Hemisphere when it was impolitic to 
place restrictions on freedom of in- 
tercourse with the other neighbor. 
In reality, the distinction made be- 
tween native-born and naturalized 
Canadians was a token of the sense 
of kinship which the American 
people have always felt for the 
Canadians. Contrary to the intima- 
tion of certain British critics, there 
was in it no desire on the part of 
the United States to cast reflections 
on Canadian citizenship. 

As Secretary KELLOGG points out, 
the number of persons directly af- 
fected by the latest interpretation 
of the law is small. This may make 
it easier to work out a practical 
solution which will enable the Ca- 
nadian citizens involved to cross the 
border to their work without under- 
mining the principles laid down in 
the Immigration Restriction laws. 
Inasmuch as there is no desire to 
apply the quota principle to Canada, 
the simplest solution would appear 
to be to place all Canadian citizens, 
whether born there or in Europe, in 
the non-quota class. , 

In Canada the ruling of the immi- 
gration officials has aroused criti- 
cism. Much of the resentment ap- 
pears to have been due to the be- 
lief that the American Government 
questioned Canada’s right to say 
who were and who were not Cana- 
dians. This, of course, was never 
the point at issue. It is to be hoped 
that Mr. KELLOGG’s clearly ex- 
pressed desire to do everything in 
his power to adjust this difficulty 
will clear up any misunderstanding 
on the part of the Canadians.

PELHAM BAY PARK SQUATTERS. 

On the calendar of today’s meet- 

ing of the Aldermanic Branch of 
the Municipal Assembly is a pro- 
posed amendment to the City Char- 
ter. Its purpose is to condone and 
approve a flagrant violation of 
the policy that the people without 
distinction should enjoy the city’s 
parks. The amendment would au- 
thorize the collection of rentals 
for the temporary use by favored 
persons of Orchard Beach, Pelham 
Bay Park. Since 1910 the Bronx 
Park Commissioners have made 
it a practice to issue permits to 
“campers,” with the result that 
Orchard Beach now has a settle- 
ment of 2,000 persons living during 
the Summer season in “camps” 
that in many cases are virtually 
permanent places of residence. 
These permits cost $20, and for $10 
more the “ camps” may be occupied 
during the Winter. 
In a taxpayer’s action begun in 
April an affidavit in support of the 
complaint averred that of the struc- 
tures “ forty-five are wired for elec- 
“tric lights, about seventy of them 
“have cement or brick walks in 
“front of them, twenty-five’ are 
“equipped with cement or brick 
“steps leading from the ground to 
“the entrance, and about forty with 
“ cement or brick pillars.” Running 
water and telephones have been put 
in, boathouses built, streets laid out 
and named, and on what grass 
remains automobiles are parked. 
Permits are continued from year to 
year. “Camps” are advertised for 
sale and change owners, permits 
going with them. Prices exceeding 
$1,000 have been demanded. The 
general public is shut out from the 
district. It appears to be the fact 
that the settlement has assumed 
permanency, and serves no public 
purpose. 

It is proposed by parties in in- 
terest to amend the City Charter 
because a citizens’ movement to 
make an end of the “ temporary” 
camping ground has become for- 
midable. The question is before 
the courts. In May Supreme Court 
Justice RICHARD H. MITCHELL 
granted an injunction restraining 
Bronx Park Commissioner HEN- 
NESSY from issuing camping permits 
until the taxpayer’s suit was tried. 
An appeal from one direction of the 
order, that the 650 bungalows on 
Orchard Beach be removed; stays 
that feature of it until the matter 
comes before the Appellate Division. 
It has been the contention of the 
Corporation Counsel’s office that 
“the city has the absolute right 
“under the charter to issue permits 
“for the temporary use and occu- 
“pation of park lands ”’—that is to 
say, unimproved park lands. But the 
use allowed in the case of the Or- 
chard Beach settlement is not tem- 
porary. Moreover, it is maintained 
that conditions existing there are 
insanitary. 

The Citizens Union will urge the 
Municipal Assembly to reject the 
amendment. _ It makes the. point 
that a use which continues for 
seventeen years cannot be regard- 
ed as “temporary.” “Our public

SCIENCE AND TAXIS. 


Magistrate McADOo has again 
uttered a warning against the 
swarming taxicabs. There certainly 
are a lot of them in this city—17,000, 
according to Mr. McApoo. The com- 
petition is so keen that some of them 
are lean and hungry, and when a 
taxicab gets lean and hungry it be- 
gins to rove, like a starving dog. In 
the case of a taxicab this is known 
as “cruising.” “ You can stand on 
“any corner and count the number 
“of taxicabs in proportion to other 
“ vehicles, and two-thirds of them 
“are taxicabs, cruising, cruising, 
“empty, empty, everywhere!” 

Mr. MCADOO may be pardoned the 
slight hyperbole. It has been sci- 
entifically demonstrated that. the 
average load of a taxicab in these 
parts is eighty-three one-hundredths 
of a passenger. Private automobiles 
offend to a somewhat less degree, 
averaging one and seven-tenths pas- 
sengers and just a trace of dog— 
generally lap dog. Yet even a single 
person in a taxicab takes a lordly 
amount of space in these days of 
congested democracy. The accom- 
modation is less spacious than in the 
days of the old victoria, with the 
horses out in front. Twenty horse- 
power under the hood takes up less 
space than two in the traces. But 
except for the double-deck buses our 
street traffic is still mostly two 
dimensional. Vehicles have never 
caught the secret our dwellings 
learned long ago, of expanding up- 
ward when too squeezed sideways. 
Perhaps some day the hansom cab 
will come back, motorized, There 
was a vehicle of proper aspiration— 
a very skyscraper of the traffic 
lanes! It died too young. 

A man now feels that he performs 
a public service when he decides to 
walk. He takes up so much less 
room standing up. Tall, thin men 
make the best citizens nowadays. 
Perhaps the day will come when the 
city, having widened all its streets 
and narrowed all its sidewalks, will 
have to put a tax on fat men. When 
the war debts are paid off, and we 
begin on the subway debts, wouldn’t 
it be in order to replace the gradu- 
ated income tax by a graduated 
periphery tax? There would be the 
precedent of the Pullman surtax, 
adopted because the Government 
experts advised that a man takes up 
so much traffic space lying down. 

However, the Pullman Company 
was far-sighted enough and public- 
spirited enough to pack people in 
layers. That is in accord with the 
most up-to-date transit practice, 
with the difference that the inge- 
nious subway officials went the 
Pullman Company one better and 
worked out a system where by 
packing people vertically instead 
of horizontally they managed to 
squeeze three persons in the room of 
two. The ideal system, combining 
comfort and utility, would be some 
arrangement like the manoeuvre the 
Zouaves used to execute in the Wild 
West show, when they formed in a 
close circle, and then sat down— 
each in the lap of the man behind. 
If you lowered the straps a little, it 
might work. 

The whole is a fascinating study. 
It used to be thought, and Mr. Mc- 
Apoo is possibly under the impres- 
sion, that taxicabs traveled in a 
steady and uninterrupted stream. 
But modern research has shown 
that they are discrete particles, each 
moving along a single continuous 
path, as in Einstein. It is even pos- 
sible for tiny human atomies to dart 
in between them, particularly when 
the stream is in a viscous state. But 
here we get into a highly technical 
field, with such factors predomi- 
nating as theoretical street capacity, 
number of lanes per hour, and the 
driver’s sobriety constant. Students 
may be referred to a special study 
entitled “ Highway Traffic in New 
York and Its Environs,” put out by 
the Regional Plan Committee. It has 
come to the conclusion that if X. 
equals the length of haul in miles 
and Y. the percentage of total trips, 
and H and K the ordinates of pre- 
vious origin—that is the theatre 
where you picked the taxi up it all 
works out simply enough like this: 
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What could be simpler than that?

EUROPEAN LABOR AND 
WELL-BEING, 

An effort like that represented by 
the Economic Conference at Geneva 
may be due to opposite stimuli. 
International cooperation may be 
forced. by bitter necessity or may be 
encouraged by a visible increase in 
well-being. In the one case the na- 
tions will be brought together by 
a common desperate situation, like a 
ship’s crew in a hurricane. In the 
other they may be drawn on by the 


ambition to make good conditions | 
better. The Genoa conference of | 
1922, in its origins and intentions} 


recent conference at Geneva is an 
example of the second. kind. It 
met against a background of rising 
European prosperity. The Conti- 
nent has far to go, even to replace 
the war’s destruction. The obstacles 
to economjc progress with which 
the conference dealt are real. But 
unquestionably the growing im- 
patience with tariff and trade bar- 
riers is to be explained in large 
measure by the feeling that they 
hold back pressing forces of revival. 
So much has been achieved that 
there is a natural desire for more. 

The status of European labor is 
not the least cheerful element in the 
picture. Great Britain seems to be 
definitely climbing out of the slough 
of unemployment. Toward the end 
of last month the number of idle 
workers was less than 1,000,000, or 
36,000 less than for April a year 
ago on the eve of the general strike. 
But as against a year ago there is 
the human certainty that Great 
Britain is for some years to come 
immune against the chronic labor 
crises that have hampered her re- 
covery. Whatever may be the after- 
effects of the Trade Disputes bill as 
finally enacted, they will be felt in 
the political sphere. The British 
Labor Party has threatened the 
Government with defeat at the polls. 
It has not brought up the men- 
ace of industrial conflict. PHILIP 
SNOWDEN spoke for the majority 
labor sentiment when he dismissed 
the general strike as “general 
nonsense.” 

Germany’s industrial recovery is 
strikingly manifested in the reduc- 
tion of unemployment. In the second 
fortnight of last month the figures 
declined by 113,000. For April as 
a whole the decline was 22 per cent. 
of all unemployed. Great Britain 
has nothing to compare with this 
remarkable showing of something 
like a quarter of a million unem- 
ployed eliminated in a single month. 
With increased employment has 
gone a lift in wages and a conse- 
quent increase in the nation’s pur- 
chasing power. On the Continent 
they are beginning to think and 
talk of the Home Market, largely 
under the influence of American 
prosperity. 

Elsewhere in Europe a_ recent 
summary by the Department of 
Commerce shows clearing skies. 
Sweden averts a threatened lockout 
in the lumber and paper industries 
by an arbitral agreement. Po- 
land reveals economic improvement. 
Czechoslovakia, though girding her- 
self for a tariff war with Austria, 
is for the time being “ optimistic.” 
It is this economic betterment as 
affecting the working classes that 
accounts in part for the declining 
fortunes of the Western Commu- 
nists. Sufficiently well informed of 
labor conditions in Russfa, the 
workers of Western Europe are not 
under the slightest temptation to go 
in for proletarian experiment. 


LUGUBRIOUS INDECENCY., 
Changes in the manners of litera- 


ture are noted by ROBERT LYND, in 


the June Atlantic. Some of them, 
he thinks, are for the better, and 
these most of us have probably 
observed. There is one, however, 
which he considers a change for the 
worse. This people have not noted, 
at least not as a change in man- 
ners. Much has been written and 
talked about the indecencies in cer- 
tain of our modern novelists, but 
whether they have been regarded 
with admiration, as a sign of the 
author’s greatness and freedom 
from conventional inhibitions, or 
with disapproval, they have been 
thought of as manifestations of 
his soul rather than as mere sur- 
face display. One question raised 
by the essayist, and settled to his 
own satisfaction in the affirmative, 
is whether these writers who are 
being discussed and suppressed and 
otherwise made much of are not 
displaying bad taste instead of bad 
character. 

One reason for looking at current 
works of this kind as objects for 
argument on the score of morals 
rather than manners is the al- 
most unanimous defense of writers 
accused of obscenity. In thinking 
over the plays and novels which 
have in the past few months had a 
great deal of publicity because they 
were censored or condemned, it is 
impossible to recall one whose au- 
thor or producer defended it as a 
pretty display of manners. Some 
remained silent. Of those who 
spoke, virtually all expressed the 
hope that their work might be 
permitted to continue because it 
was designed for the public good. 
Even if we believe that every man 
of them—and woman, too—felt sin- 
cerely that the frankness, immod- 


was necessary to open people’s eyes 
for their own good, it is still seen 
that this is not the inevitable point 
of view in surveying the results 
their labors.

We 
have. become so accustomed to the 
ferocious bandits who shoot without 
warning and who are perfectly callous 
and ruthless in their crimes that we 
had begun to fear that the tribe of 
Raffles had passed away. 

These particular burglars lival up to 
the fine old tradition and were models 
of politeness. They handsomely re- 
turned jewels that were heirlooms or 
were especially valued for personal 
associations. After delicately relieving 
one of their victims of his pocketbook, 
they gallantly handed back to him two 
dollars for carfare. And in high-flown 
courtesy and witty banter they were 
quite equal to the householders, : who, 
even in the midst of their fright and 
while the robbery was going on, per- 
ceived the unusual nature of their vis- 
itors and antares into the spirit of the 
affair. 

Indeed, the whole burglary was con- 
ducted on so high a level of proper 
etiquette that the cynical detectives 
thought at first it might have been a 
practical joke by cultivated résidents 
of the neighborhood.

If 
a large force of police or of soldiers 
is needed to protect a distinguished 
aviator when a nation plays host to 
him, it is no less imposxtant that there 
be traffic policemen in the air to clear 
a path for his arrival.

TIME RIPE FOR TREATY. 


Dr. MacCracken Urges Effort by 

France and America to End War. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is now ten years since’ the United 
States entered into the war with Ger- 
many. Reviewing the history of the 
world since that date, it becomes 
apparent that the only real progress 
made in the general opinion of man- 
kind about the nature of war is that 
the taking up of arms is justified only 
for the purpose of defense, It is clear 
that nations in the future wishing to 
go to war will erideavor to state their 


| case as one of defense. To incorporate 


into treaties between nations a better 
definition of what shall ‘constitute de- 
fense is, therefore, a step forward, 
since it renders more difficult concéal- 
ment behind the pretense of defense 
warfare for the purpose of Teal aggres- 
sion. 

The proposed draft treaty seems to 
me to be most helpful on the ground 
of future negotiations with: our great 
neighbor. France, which today is shak- 
ing hands with us across the sea in 
congratulation over the poetic flight 
of Captain Lindbergh. , May it not be 
possible that two nations who can be 
so stirred by the beauty’ and daring 
of such an achievement shall use their 
imagination in putting into written 
form their belief in the impossibility 
of war between them and their deter- 
mination to set up processes of interna- 
tional law as a substitute for the out- 
worn methods of the past civilization 
that’ have come so near to wrecking 
our own? 

Each new decade following the World 
War .removes us. further from the 
memory of it and the meaning of it. 
To the young people of today just en- 
tering citizenship the war is just a 
story. Captain Lindbergh himself was 
a lad of.fifteen when the war opened. 
Uniess in some: way the great risks 
run by modern civilization in a repe- 
tition of such a catastrophe can be set 
up as warning signals for the decades 
to come, our generation will be held 
responsible for perversity and selfish- 
ness. Let America, which for a cen- 
tury has led in the drafting of the 
constitution. of international law, add 
one more page in this history by re- 
cording in the new treaties which 
should succeed the arbitration treaties 
that must soon expire our renuncia- 
tion of aggressive war as conceivable 
in ll modern society... .

GIVE $400,000 FOR SCIENCE 


Found Professorships In Physics 
and Chemistry for Creative Re- 
search and Lectures.

PRINCETON, N. J., May 30.— 
Princeton University is to receive 
$400,000 for the promotion of scientific 
research, according. to an announce< 
ment by President John Grier Hibben 
today. Two gifts, each for $200,000, 
have been made to the university, one 
by Thomas D. Jones of Chicago, to 
endow a rege of Physics,‘ and the 
other by his niece, Miss Gwethalyn 
Jones, also of Chicago, to endow a 
Chair in Chemistry. 

‘These gifts will be included as part 
of the $2,000,000 for scientific research 
which Princeton is seeking and — 
which is contingent the gift of $1,000 
000 for scientific research made a — 
ago by the General Education Board. 

‘Miss Jones, in making her gift, stipu- 
lates that the professorship is to bear 
the name of her father, the late David 
B. Jones,; a brother of Thomas D. 
Jones. The chair is to be known as 
the David B. Jones Professorship in 
Chemistry. 

Both David B. Jones and Thomas D. 
Jones were graduated from Princeton 
in 1876 ‘and divided honors for the 
distinction of graduating with the 
highest scholastic standing in their 
class. 

Some time ago they established to- 
gether an endowment for the upkeep 
of the Palmer — Laboratory at 
Princeton. 

Thomas D. Jones, who is a retired 
lawyer, last January endowed a chair 
for research in mathematics. His gift 
at. that time was also $200,000.. The 
chair is known as the Henry Burchard 
Fine Professorship on Mathematics. 

The chair which Mr. Jones is endows 
ing for research in physics is to bear 
the name of the late Professor Cyrus 
Fogg Brackett, who filled the Joseph

Frank De Klyn Huyler, former Presi- 
dent of Huyler’s, Inc., candy manufac- 
turers, and eldest son of John 8S. Huy- 
ler, founder of the company, died sud- 
denly yesterdgy, apparently of heart 
disease, at his home near Stony Point, 
N. Y. Ar. Huyler was President of the 
concern from 1910, when his father 
died, until January, 1926, when the 
Huyler family sold out to a New Or- 
leans syndicate, which recently dis- 
posed of the sixty stores in fifteen 
States to the Schulte Retail Stores 
Corporation. 

Mr. Huyler left his country estate 
yesterday morning and went to Stony 
Point, where he attended a Memorial 
Day celebration and parade of Boy 
Scouts, in whose organization he was 
keenly interested. He returned home 
between 12 and 12:30 and complained 
of a pain in his chest, After resting 
‘in his room Mr. Huyler told his wife 
and daughter, Jemina, that he felt bet- 
ter. A moment later he collapsed and 


was dead when a physician arrived. 

The shock prostrated Mrs. Huyler, 
and also Mrs. Rosa Huyler Cooke of 
1 West Seventy-second Street, mother 
of Mr. Huyler. David Huyler of Miami, 
a brother, was in New York yesterday 
and heard of his brother’s death from 
his mother. Coulter D. Huyler, another 
brother and former treasurer and 
secretary of the candy concern, hur- 
ried from his Greenwich (Conn.) home 
to Stony Point on being informed of 
his brother’s death. 

Funeral services will be held at Mrs. 
Cooke’s residence at 12:30 P. M. tomor- 
row. Interment will be in the family 
mausoleum at Woodlawn. 

Mr. Huyler leaves three children, 
Frank De K. Huyler Jr., Mildred Bliza- 
beth and Jemina K. Huyler. His 
daughter Mildred is attending medical 
school at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and efforts were made by the 
family to reach her last night. 

Mr. Huyler was born in New York 
on June 8, 1877, and attended Peek- 
skill Military Academy and the Hill 
School, Pottstown, Pa.

Graduate Athletic Treasurer for 
13 Years, 57, Is Victim of 
Exposure at Crew Races. 


ON FOOTBALL RULES BOARD 


1893 Graduate, He Was Connected 
With Sports at Cambridge for 
35 Years—Was Major in War. 


Special to The New York Times. | 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 30.—Fred 
Wadsworth Moore, for 13 years grad- 
uate treasurer of athletics at Harvard 
where he developed the athletic asso- 
ciation’s comprehensive system of 


’ feonducting major sports and of han- 


dling and allotting the hundreds of 
thousands of tickets for the competi- 
tions in which the Crimson teams were 
engaged, died this morning at his 
home at 10 Hancock Street, Cam- 
bridge. 

Mr. Moore returned from Ithaca, N. 
Y., yesterday morning, having wit- 
nessed the boat races on Saturday be- 


tween Harvard and Cornell, previously 
having been in New York, where he 
attended the meeting to discuss col- 
lege football officials for the coming 
season. 

Before Saturday’s races on Lake 
Cayuga he, with Romeyn Berry, Grad- 
uate Manager of Athletics at Cornell, 
went over the race course in an open 
launch, and after the races had been 
postponed an hour went out again. The 
day was cold, a bitter wind was blow- 
ing, and Mr. Moore was chilled 
thoroughly. Although feeling ill, he re- 
turned to Cambridge with the Harvard 
crews, receiving medical treatment, 
however, at Syracuse and Albany. At 
his home in Cambridge his own 

physician found that his heart was 
seriously affected. Mr. Moore died just 
after one o’clock this morning. 

For thirty-five years Mr. Moore was 

closely associated with Harvard’s ath- 
letics. As an undergraduate he was 
manager of the varsity football teams 
of 1881 and previously having 
been manager of his freshman eleven. 
In 1894 and 1895, before his gradua- 
tion’ from the Harvard Law School, 
he was graduate manager of athletics, 
a position he resumed in 1913 and held 
until his death. 
- In 1916 he became Harvard's repre- 
sentative on the Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball Rules Committee, now known as 
the National Collegiate Football Rules 
Committee, and was censidered one 
of the most practical football men of 
the organization. He was a sponsor 
of the lateral pass rule recently 
adopted. 

During the war he first was Cap- 
tain ih the Quartermaster Corps and 
later was a Major in the Intelligence 
Department, 

Mr. Moore was born March 7, 1870, 
at Independerice, Iowa. Before enter- 
ing Harvard College he attended 
Phillips Academy at Andover, being 
graduated in 1889. Four years later 
he received his academic degree at 
Harvard and was graduated from the 
Law School in 1896. 

On July 27, 1921, Mr. Moore married 
Mrs. Louise Becker, who survives him.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 30.—So-called 
@itra-Fundamentalism in the ‘Presby- 
terian Church of the United States 
made its final stand in the General 
Assembly today on the Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary issue and was de- 
feated by the liberal group. 

The seminary report, which the Fun- 
Gamentalists have opposed both before 
and since the Assembly has been in 
session, was finally adopted at this 
afternoon’s proceedings by a viva voce 
vote so overwhelming that it was not 
counted. 

After the vote the Rev. Dr. J. Ross 
Stevenson, President of the seminary, 
Was called to the speakers’ platform. 
There were tears in his eyes as he en- 
deavored to express his appreciation of 
this approval of his course. He gave 
a pledge that the school would carry 
forward the teachings of God. 

The .effect of today’s action by the 
Assembly is to hold up the elevation 
of Dr. J. Gresham Machan to the Chair 
of Apologetics and the appointment of 
Professor Osweid T. Allis to the 
Helena Chair of Semitics, pending the 
reorganization of seminary control, al- 
ready voted by the General Assembly. 

Dr. Inglis Leads Opposition. 

Dr. Robért Scott Inglis of Newark, 
WN. J., led the debate against adoption 
of the recommendations that remained 
after thé vote of Saturday, when the 
Assembly approved the first one, that 
for a, unified control of the seminary. 
Supporting him was Dr. David S. Ken- 
nedy of Philadelphia, former editor of 
the Fundamentalist’ paper, The Pres- 
byterian. — ae 

The appceintment of Dr. Machen to 
the Chair of Apologetics was made the 
point at issue, but there also entered 
into the situation the case of Dr. Allis. 
pamed for the Chair of 

Dr. W. O. Thompson, rman of 
Princeton Investigating Committee, 
moved that the two remaining recom- 
mendations be combined in the voting. 
He explained that he believed it only 


right that nothing preferential should 
mar the p ings and that inas- 
much as Dr. Machen’s name had been 
meritioned that of Dr. Allis also should 
become public. 

Dr. Thompson also emphasized that 
the action of the Assembly did : ot 
mean that either educator had been 
dropped from the Faculty, but that 
they assumed the status quo they oc- 
cupied before their appointments were 
made and which became one of the 
major factors of the Princeton con- 
troversy.

An impassioned defense of Dr.

The disputed recommendation pro- 
vided that “‘pending the reorganization 
of the seminary under a single govern- 
ing board the appointment of Dr. 
Machen to the Chair of Apologetics ve 
not confirmed.” 

Dr. Inglis urged that the Assembly 
take no action on the recommendation 
and quoted laws of the Church in an 
effort to prove the Assembly would be 
violating its constitution if it passed 
the recommendation without giving at 
least one year for consideration of the 
proposed action. 

In Gefending Dr. Machen’s stand for 
“ultra conservatism” in the theological

INSOUTH AND WEST 


Cloudbursts and Gales Cause 
$1,000,000 Loss in Tennessee, 
Virginia and Kentucky. 


MANY DRIVEN FROM HOMES 





Tornado in Missouri Injures Several 
at Mountain View and Isolates 
Terisita. 


BRISTOL, Tenn., May 30 (#).—Twelve 
persong. are known to have been killed, 
more than a score’ are reported miss- 
ing, many injured and property dam- 
age to the extent: of about $1,000,000 
in a series of rain, wind, hail and elec- 
tr:s storms that swept parts of Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Virginia late 
last night and early today. 

Houses were washed away and build- 
ings were undermined by streams 
swelled beyond their banks by heavy 
rains. Earth slides locked highways 
and railroads in some places. Lines of 
communication were destroyed and 
more than sixty houses in widely scat- 
tered areas were reported to have been 
either blown down or damaged severe- 
ly by winds of cyclonic violence. Crops 
also suffered serious damage from hail, 
wind and rain. 

Southeastern Kentucky, where rains 
of cloudburst proportions lasting 
eleven hours converted mountain 
streams into torrents and drove peo- 
ple from their homes, reported the 
greatest loss of life with nine known 
dead; but it was feared the total num- 
ber of fatalities would be increased 
when communication is restored. 

At Roxana, Ky., six persons were 
drowned: while attempting to flee to 
places of safety after being trapped in 
their homes. by flood waters. . Three 
perished when their home was swept 
into Tom’s Creek, in Johnson County, 
Ky. Two were drowned near Eliza- 
bethtown, Tenn., and another was 
killed by a submerged live wire in the 
backwaters of a creek at Johnson City, 
Tenn. 

Unconfirmed reports say twenty or 
more persons were missing and be- 
lieved to have been drowned in the vi- 
cinity of Prestonburg and Garrett, 
Ky. Three were reported to have met 
the same fate near Gate City, Va., 
and one at Eliscoal, a Kentucky min- 
ing camp. 

The Mohawk River at Greenville, 
Tenn., put from two or thirty-six 
inches of water in. eleven business 
houses and damaged the Tusculim 
College campus. Elizabethtown and 
Carter County suffered about $100,000 
of the total loss, reflected to a grgeat 
extent in wheat beaten down by heavy 


hailstones. Bristol was not damaged 
by the storm.

KINGS POINT, L. I., May 30.—The 
robbers who took nearly $100,000 in 
jewelry and money from Jesse L. Liv- 
ermore, the Wall Street operator, and 
his guests yesterday morning in his 
Summer home had been planning their 
burglary and hold-up for a year if their 
own statements are to be believed. In 
going over the bizarre actions of the 
two young men who climbed a ladder 
to his bedroom window about 4 o’clock 
yesterday morning, Mr. Livermore to- 
day recalled that one of them said 
that they had hoped to “pull the job”’ 
last Winter in Palm Beach. . 

“We weren’t in Palm Beach last 
Winter,’’. the broker said: ‘But we 
were there the year before.” 

He is convinced, however, that not 
only was the robbery well planned but 
that at least three more persons, che 
a woman, besides the two who entered 
the house, took part init. After 
leaving the Livermore home the rob- 
bers ran across the lawn and took a 
Chrysler car from the driveway °f the 
adjoining Roesler estate. The car was 
later found in. Manhasset,, where de- 
tectives learned it had been seen with 
four men and a woman, all young and 
all bare headed,’ riding in it.- At about 
the same hour, 5 o’cieck in the morn- 
ing, the small. Overland sedan owned 
by Jack McConnell, a Manhasset taxi- 
cab driver, was taken from his door- 
yard near the place where the robbers 
abandoned the Chrysler. . 

The police have a good description 
of the five and today detectives under 
Captain Harold R. King, in charge of 
Nassau County detectives, went to 


New York to check with Police Head- 
quarters there. 


Praises Mrs. Livermore. 


The conflicting features of the rob- 
bery have occupied the Livermores 
even more than the loss of jewels. 

They seemed not only without fear, 
but in no hurry,’’ Mr. Livermore said 
today. “They didn’t even modulate 
their voices. They were businesslike 
enough in some things, but why did 
they return jewels almost as great in 
value as those they took? Why did 
they give in to Mrs. Livermore’s plead- 
ing if they were hard-boiled yeggmen?’’ 

The broker could not say enough in 
admiration of his wife’s presence of 
mind and courage as he recounted how 
she bantered the robbers and wheediled 


them into returning not only her ring 
but her husband's as well, which con- 
tains a sapphire valued at $50,000. 

“That was almost funny,” the broker 
said. Ay wife, so far as I could re- 
member, never refers to me as ‘Pops,’ 
but she tried it on those two burglars— 
‘Now give Pops back his ring and 
stones. I gave them to him and we 
think a lot of them.’ And sure enough, 
they gave them pack.”’ 

Referring to the fact that the intrud- 
ers called him Jesse, Mr. Livermore 
said: “That was funny, too. They 
called me Jesse so much and with such 
an air that I found myself wondering 
if I had met them somewhere. I tried 
to recall if I’ had heard their voices 
anywhere. I haven't been called Jesse 
for years. Everybody, my family in- 
cluded, calls me J. L.” 


Familiar With Safecracking. 


The manner in which the burglars 
opened the safe—with a couple of ex- 
pert blows of the hammer on a cold 
chisel against the combination—con- 
vinced Mr. Livermore that they knew 
all about safes. 

*‘We told them that there was noth- 
ing in there but some papers, but they 
insisted that we open it. Well, I tried 
and my wife tried and then I gave 
them the combination and they tried. 
Then I asked them why they didn’t 
crack it.” 

And crack it they did after one of 
the pair descended the ladder to fetch 
his tools. They left the sledge ham- 
mer in the room when they filed. It 
has been examined by fingerprint ex- 
perts, as have the walls of the room, 
window casings and ladder without, 
but no clues were found. Both men 
wore gloves. 

The a t familiarity of the rob- 
bers with intimate details of the house 
is another point of interest.

1925 and °1926;which ‘last “April, how- 
ever, were still 63.7 per cent. higher 
than they had been in 1914, just before 
the war.

INDICT THUGS TODAY 
IN JAIL-BRRAK PLOT 


Grand Jury .Acticn Will ‘Mean 
Possibly 15 Years Each for 
_Ungelbach and Aides. 


WALLIS ASKS MORE GUARDS 


Points Out That Desperate Gangs 
Are in Prisons, Constantly 
Conspiring to Escape. 


‘‘Baltimore Willie” Ungelbach, George 
Cohen and John Werner,.the three 
convicted bandits who~attempted on 
Sunday to escape from the West Side 


Prison, will be indicted today for at- 


tempted escape, with felonious assault. 
This offense carries a maximum sen- 
tence of fifteen years. : 
Keeper Dennis O’Reilly, who was at- 
tacked and beaten by.the three men, 
was improving in Bellevue Hospital 
yesterday. His jaw was broken and 
his head and face were badly injured 
by blows with his own massive keys 
and blackjack, but it was found that 
his skull had not been fractured, as 
had been feared. 
Investigation continued yesterday in 
an effort to establish whether there 
were any others in the plot to break 
jail. Murray Markheim, a member of 
the “Cowboy” Tessler gang, was ques- 
tioned at great length. After the jail- 
break had been frustrated he was 


found outside his tier of cells. He 
had made his way through doors which 
“Baltimore Willie’’ had opened with 
Keeper O’Reilly’s keys. But Mark- 
heim insisted he was not in the plot. 
On the contrary, he said he sought to 
prevent the others from escaping. He 
seized a broom, he went on, and tried 
to beat back Werner, but was unsuc- 
cessful. 

Werner talked freely yesterday. 
Cohen and Ungelbach were sullen and 
uncommunicative.. Ungelbach was es- 
pecially disconsolate over the failure 
of his plan. ; 

“This ain’t a jail, it’s a fortress,”’ 
Ungelbach said to Commissioner of 
Accounts Wallis. The commissioner 
seized the attempted escape as an 
argument for larger prison staffs. 
There were only four keepers on duty 
at the time of the attempted jailbreak. 
Three were trapped and locked up by 
Ungelbach and his confederates, leav- 
ing the jail with.its: 61 inmates for a 
time under the control of a single man. 

“Again the uniformed force of the 
Department of Correction of which 
the wardens are the directing heads, 
has proven its courage and valor and 
determined resistance to almost week- 
ly attempts to escape from some one 
of eighteen institutions composing this 
department,” said the commissioner. 

“It is interesting to note that. the 
wardens of our institutions are re- 
peatedly stating that they have never 
had so many desperate prisoners as 
within the last two years; men ilty 
of banditry, hold-ups, robbery, homi- 
cide and murder, in highly organized 
groups, shooting policemen to prevent 
arrest and making murderous attacks 
upon keepers to escape after arrest. 

“Our wardens are guarding such 
combinations of criminals as the Whit- 
temore gang. the ‘Cake Water’ gang. 
the ‘Laughing Bandits,’ ‘Cowboy’ 
Tessier gang, ‘Red’ McKenna gang 
and others; who plan day and night 
how to escape from prison.’’

It is not 
heartening to the friends of good gov- 
ernment to have public officials de- 
clare as they take the oath of office 
that they have been violating the law 
themselves, but that during the tenure 
of their office they will obey it. The 
Civil Service act carries a moral test 
‘that will eliminate the law violator. 

“The Government should settle down 
to a fixed policy for enforcement. 
There are certain simple, fundamental 
principles and rules with reference to 
the enforcement of prohibition which 
should not be changed with each 
incoming Administration or set of 
officers. 

“The Church made prohibition possi- 
ble. It must now recall to the fight 
those members who demobilized them- 
selves too soon. It must revive its 
teachings on the evils of alcohol, insist 
on law enforcement, expose the propa- 
ganda of the brewers and organize its 
constituency for the defense of sobriety 
and .prosperity against drunkenness 
and misery under any alternative to 
prohibition,”’ 

The organized endeavor of the Anti- 
Saloon League and the W. C. T. U. to 
bring about effective enforcement of 
municipal, State and national dry laws 
was commended in a resolution adopted 
today by the General Assembly, which 
reaffirmed its support of theEighteenth 
Amendment without modification. The 
resolution read in part: 

*“‘We say to the organized forces of 
iniquity who propose to bring back and 
legalize the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors that we propose to 
maintain our ground without yielding 
and that we stand with our faces to 
the front, marching with faith in the 
sun of righteousness, saying to them, 
‘Thou halt not pass.’ 

“We say to those who would repeal 
or nullify by modification for the pur- 
pose of weakening the so law 
of our land that we will meet them at 
the ballot box and oppose them with 
our prayers and efforts in order to re- 
tire them to private life. 

*‘We endorse the Anti-Saloon 
of America as the agent of the churches

GOY. SMITH’S FUTURE 
HALTS REPUBLICANS 


Gubernatorial Hopes Wait on 
Possibility of His Nomination 
for Presidency. 


HIS, STRENGTH IS ADMITTED 


Leaders Feel He Could Carry State 
and Strong Candidate Would 
Be Hard to Obtain. 


The possibility of Governor Smith's 
nomination for the Presidency looms as 
an obstacle to the aspirations of some 
Republican candidates for Governor, it 
was learned yesterday after an ex- 
change of views:by Republican leaders 
in this city. The Governorship was 
discussed last week by several promi- 
nent Republicans here and it was 
agreed that there was no possibility of 
reaching any:.advance agreement on 
the nomination for either Governor or 
Senator until after the Democratic 
National Convention next year, at 
which it will be determined whether 


‘lor not Governor Smith will receive the 


Democratic nomination for President. 

Leading Republicans were agreed 
that there might be some difficulty in 
obtaining a candidate for Governor, if 
Governor Smith should receive the 
Presidential nomination. If he should 
not receive it, Republican candidates 
will be plentiful, it was said. In fact, 
a scramble for the nomination will be 
expected. But, if Governor Smith is 
the standard bearer, it is likely that 
the candidate for Governor will have 
to be drafted, just as Ogden L. Mills, 
now Under-Secretary of the Treasury, 
was drafted last Fall. 


. Admit Strength in State. 


An amazing feature of the present 
Republican leadership in the State is 
the apparent willingness to admit that 
Governor Smith. will probably carry 
the State, if he is nominated for Pres- 
ident. Minor Republican leaders have 
expressed confidence that President 
Coolidge, if renominated, would carry 
the State against the Governor, but 
this view apparently is not held by 
the more important party chieftains, 
who seem overwhelmed by the mem- 
ory of four Smith victories out of five 
State campaigns. 

Mr. Mills has been mentioned as a 
possibility for the' gubernatorial nom- 
ination next year in the early discus- 
sion, as have Attorney General Albert 
Ottinger and Transit Commissioner 
Charlies C. Lockwood. Mr. Ottinger, 
as the only winner on the Republican 
State ticket last Fall, is considered 
certain to make a try for the nom- 
ination. Commissioner Lockwood 
would be in a strong position if he 
could obtain united support in his 
home borough of Brooklyn. 

An interesting development in the 
Republican situation is a growing feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction with the leader- 
ship, which, it was said, had extended 
into an under-cover movement to try 
to displace both George K. Morris as 
State Chairman and Charles D. Hilles 
as member of the Republican National 
Committee. This movement is said to 
be well under way up-State and to 
have strong support in Long Island. 


Coolidge Consults Hilles. 


The only difficulty with it is that 
those in it favor President Coolidge’s 
renomination and the President, since 
the defeat of Senator James W. Wads- 
worth, has recognized Mr. Hilles in all 


patronage matters concerning New 
york State and is on particularly 
friendly terms with him. There has 
been a suggestion that a fight for 
party reorganization be piaced on the 
basis that it is necessary to carry the 
State for President Coolidge next year, 
but so far the movement has had no 
tangible result. 

On the Democratic side, Lieutenant 
Governor Edwin Corning of Albany 
and Controller Morris S. Tremaine of 
Buffalo will probably be aspirants for 
the Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor. A recent suggestion is Su- 
preme Court Justice Townsend Scud- 
der of Nassau County, who presided 
at the recent Snyder murder trial and 
who is one of the leading Masons of 
the State.

On June 6 he will be in Vienna for

This play 
also, he said, will be of a spectacular 
character—even more so than “The 
Miracle” itself.

‘It would be a relief to see a 
mistake made and the hero turn up a 
week too soon. In this case, the evil 
wealthy person wins the bride. Mr. 
Curtiz thus has the chance to contrast 
the rustle of bridal finery with the 
roar of a locomotive’s wheels. He has 
his fling at-a series of flashbacks in 
which the gallant Dr. Brent, after pe- 
rusing the announcenient, of Dorothy’s 
wedding, recalls the scenes of the past. 

Betty Blythe impersonates Dorothy’s 
mother, a mundane creature who urges 
her daughter to marry Marsh. Ars. 
Gordon shows Dorothy all the unpaid 
bills and, what comes as no surprise, 
Dorothy capitulates. There is a lot of 
fuss, but a storm sequence aboard 
Marsh’s yacht settles matters in a 
more or less satisfactory way. Marsh 
appears to have a great deal more 
heart than was expected, for after be- 
ing cured of amnesia by an operation, 
he sees to it that Dorothy and Dr. 
Brent are happy with their child. 

In one sequence aboard the yacht 
Marsh discovers that Dorothy has gone 
to he~ state room.

And Dorothy, who was supposed 
to be so much in love with the young 
surgeon, appears to be extremely vain 
when aboard the milMonaire’s craft. 
She is arrayed in all the diaphanous, 
fluffy materials that one young wo- 
man could wear. You may hazard 
that if she does not like Marsh, she 
might at least make an effort to look 
unattractive before him. Not Dorothy; 
there seems to be (pecmape without 
her knowing it) a coquettish streak in 
her, a smile behind her veil of tears. 

Mrs. Gardon, who sold her daughter 
for a cool: million dollars, perishes in 
the water through being weighted 
down with jewels; and one is not sad. 

A couple of subtitles created a wave 
of laughter.

Billy Karrick saddled 
the filly and put up Frank Coltiletti 
and the combination earned $8,225 for 
Mr. Coe. The mile was run in 1:37 2-5 
a splendid exhibition of speed. 

A perfect racing day and the best 
card of the New York season on offer 
attracted the gmeatest attendance of 
the year. All afternoon the sun shone 
from a cloudles< sky and the heat was 
tempered by a nice easterly breeze, 
making it delightful on the lawns, 
where every available seat was occu- 
pied.

Souders, a shy, unassuming boy from 
Lafayette, Ind., became somebody to- 
day in the business of automobile rac- 
ing. Souders, a former student at 
Purdue University, driving his {first 
major event, won the fifteenth annual 
500-mile grind at the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway before a crowd of 
145,000 spectators. 

Souders covered the 200 trips around 
the two-and-one-half mile track in 
5:07 -33 .for an average speed of 97.~4 
miles an hour: The’ record average 
speed for the event is 101.13 miles an 
hour, set.by De Paolo.in 1925. 

Earl Devore finished second and Tony 
Gulatta third.. 

The race was replete with ‘thrills, 
spills and.death, defying speed. There 
were three serious accidents, Jules 
Ellingboe of Meniphis was the most 
seriously injured of the three victims 
of the ‘race. Ellingboe suffered a 
smashed chest and other internal in- 
juries when his car crashed into the 
wall on the south turn. He was im- 
mediately removed to the hospital in 
the speedway grounds and later trans- 
ferred to a hospital downtown. 


Skid Causes Crash. 
H. Kohlert of St. Charles, Wl, a 
garage owner, driving as relief for 
Fred Leckleider of Elgin, Ill., was an- 


other victim of a smash-up. One of the 
tires on his machine exploded, causing 


the car to skid and then turn over}. 


with Kohlert . beneath. it. He. was 
picked up for dead and rushed to the 
hospital. It was first reported that 


his skull hed been fractured, but it}. 


later developed that this was not so, 
though he was seriously if not fatally 
injured. An emergency operation was 
performed to save his life. 

The crowd also saw one machine 
catch fire an go speeding along the 
track in a gigantic blaze before the 
driver, Monsen Batten of Brooklyn, 
got his car safely off the course. 

There was no change in the condition 
of the injured drivers late tonight. 
Ellingboe and Kohlert, the most seri- 
ously hurt, are expected to live. Six 
other drivers were treated for: leg 
burns, while five spectators and one 
race official were hurt in various acci- 
dents. 

Frank Lockhart of Los Angeles, the 
favorite with the great throng and win- 
ner in 1926, was forced out of the race 
after he had led for 297 miles. His 
car threw a right rear wheel and sus- 
tained a broken connecting rod. The 
pace slowed down after the daring 
Lockhart quit. 

Souders, an unknown among the 
thirty-three starters, was not figured 
to have a chance to win. But he 
drove the entire distance wtihout re- 
lief, making only two quick stops. He 
had a lead of seven and a half miles 
when he got the checkered flag as a 
signal of victory.

Lockhart started out to make a win- 
ning race today and shot fnto the tead 
on the very first lap and profited to 
the etxent of $10,900 in» winning lap

TURGEON TRIUMPHS 
IN TWO AUTO RACES 


Captures 21/7, and 5 Mile Events 
Over Dust Covered Track 
at Dongan Hills. 











Henry Turgeon of Pawtucket, R. I., 
driving a Turgeon Special, was the 
individual star in the first of a series 
of automobile races held yesterday af- 


ternoon under the auspices of the 
Metropolitan Speedway Association at 
the Staten Island Fuir Grounds, Don- 

gan Hills, 8. I. 

Despite the fact that the drivers were 
hampered considerably by the poor 
condition of the track, a thick dust 
making racing conditions almost im- 
possible and causing very slow times 
in the majority of the races, Turgeon 
established a new one-lap record, ne- 
gotiating the half mile in thirty sec- 
onds, breaking the old mark made last 
Columbus Day by one and one-fifth 
seconds. In addition the speedy Rhode 
Islander captured the two and one- 
half and five mile specials, and in 
two other events in which he started 
from scratch finished second and third. 

Three accidents occurred which kept 
the six thousand fans in a rather 
excited condition for a few minutes. 
Twice during the half-mile elimination 
trials drivers crashed through the rail- 
ing, and in the final event of the 
afternoon Milton Hodgers, ieading the 
field, smashed into the north railing. 
Bill Lawrence was the first: to crash 
through, losing the turn in a cloud of 
dust and going into the south rail. Bill 
Hoffman skidded around the turn on 
the southeast side of the track and, 
blinded by the dirt, ran through the 
railing. All three escaped uninjured.

John C. Miles, unattached, from 
Sydney Mines, N. S. was third and 
Albert Michelsen of Stamford. Conn., 
fourth. 

Bricker’s time for the full regulation 
marathon distance was two hours, 40 
minutes and five seconds. De Mar’s 
time was 2:40:34 and Miles came home 
in 2:41:38. 

Weather conditions were ideal. The 
atmosphere, was a bit muggy and 
there was a threat now and then of 
rain, but the runners were favored by 
the absence of a broiling sun. -It is 
estimated that 100,000 persons saw the 
runners at various points along the 
course. 


Wendling Takes Lead. 


Twenty-eight out of the forty-one 
entries faced the starter’s gun. The 
veterans were well out in front at the 


start, led by Wendling of Buffalo, 
who was fifth at the finish. Monte- 
verde of May’s Landing, 58 years old 
and participant in seventy-three mara- 
thons, finished in the ruck but won 
the plaudits of the crowds. 

At Delaware Park Meadow, about 
five miles from the starting point, 
Wendling still main‘ained his lead, 
with Miles, De Mr. | icker and Hans 
Oldag, a German runner, always with- 
in striking distance.

He plodded on with 
a rhythmic stride to the finish line. He 
stopped and grinned as thousands of 
spectators sent up a cheer. 
Friends of the Canadian boy hoisted 
the winner on their shoulders and car- 
ried him through.a cheering throng to 
his quarters in the Y. M. C. A. build- 
ing. De Mar, the veteran, was a full 
city block behind Bricker at the finish.

GREAT NECK, L. I., May 31.—Fresh 
from her triumph in the women’s met- 
ropolitan championship, Miss Maureen 
Orcutt proved herself entirely too skill- 
ful for Johnny Farrell and Leo Diegel 
at the Glen Oaks Golf and Country 
Club this afternoon. 

Some time ago Johnny and Leo de- 
feated Glenna Collett and Marie Jen- 
ney, although conceding their oppo-

There was some spectacular putting 
on the next hole. First Miss Orcutt 
banged a long one in for a birdie 3 
and then Farrell, both balls being ap- 
proximately twenty-five yards away 
before they were hit.

Banks Alto 
suspended business for the day, so 
that neither mioney nor foreign ex- 
change Was quoted. 

Day holiday, 
which marks thé border-line bétweén 
Spring ana Summer, marks fof that 
reason & change in the movement of 
the markets, It aid so both last year 
and in 1925, in each Of which a period 
of uncertainty afd hesitation on the 
Stock Exchange Was ended by resump- 
tion Of the advance With vigor at the 
approach of Summer. A similar turn in 
the market occtirred with even more 
émphasis after this time in 1924, when 
the attitude of the financial commu- 
Rity toward the Presidential election 
probabilities and the agricultural prob- 
lem began to show the change Which 
resulted in an enthusiastic midsummer 


'| recovery in prices and the outburst of 


donfidence in the Autumn. , 

On all three of those occasions, how- 
ever, the Summer-time revival came 
en a stock market in which drastic 
dOwtward readjustment had ocourred 
in the early Spfing Months. Even after 
the violent bréak of March, last year 
and the year before, had spent its 
forte, the market had remained qur- 
ing many Weeks under the influénce 
of the doubts regarding the industfial 
future which had accompanie@ the 
previous fall in prices. A sense Of ac- 
tual discouragement had prevailed 
during the first five months of 1924, 
and had been reflected on the Stock 
Exchange. In this respect, the present 
séason does not provide a parallel. 
Financial markets will enter the Suni- 
mer months of 1927 with no recent 
process of drastic liquidation behind 
them. Prices havé advanced dufing 
what was last yeaf a period of decline 
or financial inértia. Doubts which ex- 
isted in former years regarding the 
course of trade and industry have 
seemed this year to be altogether dis- 
missed, 

There is still left the influence of 
news from the growing crops, and that 
always begins to grow interesting with 
thé arrival of Summer. But it has 
been increasingly difficult in most fre- 
cent years to discover just what Was 
the influence on financial markéts of 
good or bad ¢rop prospects. In pre- 
war days, even in waArtitne, promise 
of abundant grain and cotton crops 
exerted immediate and beneficent in+ 
fluence on thé Stock Exchange, while 
an indicated harvest shortage caused 
discotiragemeéent. If very recent years, 
however, prices for products of the 
soil have excited far greater interest 
in financial markets than the quantity 
produced. There have been occasions, 
as in 1925, when actual, shortage of 
American wheat production was fe- 
garded with a certain compiacency; it 
was considered as a help in solving 
the farmers’ problem of maladjusted 
prices. The notable exception to this 
was 1924, but that was because a full- 
sized crop in the United States coin- 
cided with virtual harvest failure in 
several cOmpetitive foreign producing 
States, throwing ail the advantage of 
the world’s market for that season 
into the hands of American producers. 

Such a possibility always exists; if 
the sathe thing were to occur this Sum- 
mer, it would undoubtedly help to stim- 
ulate both agricultural and financiai 
hopefulness. The idea that such a 
result was possible may have had its 
part in the fecent rapid rise of grain 
prices, and the crop reports of the

Shows Large Increase 
in Operations. 


GETS ALL AMERICA CABLES 


Standard’s Sales Rise $7,000,000 in 
1926, With Big Orders In Italy, 
France and Belgium. 


The annual report of the Interna- 
tional Telephone and Telegraph Cor- 
poration for 1926, issued yesterday, re- 
fers to the extension of its activities 
during the first four months of 1927, 
chief among which was the purchase 
of the control of All America Cables, 
Inc., thtough the exchange of stock, a 
very large majority of which has ef- 
fectively been deposited and ex- 
changed. * 


cash the controlling interest in the 
Montevideo Telephone Company, Ltd., 
which operates the principal telephone 


system with 14,095 telephones in the 
City of Montevideo, Uruguay. 

On March 11, 1927, telephone commu- 
nication was established between Ha- 
vana and London by way of the cables 
of the Cuban-American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company and the land lines 
and radio service of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, and 
this service is now generally available 
throughout Cuba. Other important de- 
velopments in Central and South Amer- 
ica and in Spain are referred to in the 
report. 

The International’s manufacturing 
operations were also greatly increased 
during the year. The combined sales 
of the International Standard Electric 
Corporation and associated companies 
for 1926 amounted to $39,485,000, as 
against $32,449,000 in 1925. Orders on 
hand on Jan. 1, 1927, amounted to -$34,- 
640,000, against $36,446,000 on Jan. 1, 
1926. The decrease of orders on hand 
was due to the greater production and 
delivery of most of the factories as 
compared with the previous year, par- 
ticularly at Antwerp, where three 
working shifts were maintained during 
practically the entire year, and the 
total number of employes increased 
from 6,240 on Dec. 31, 1925, to 9,365 on 
Dec. 31, 1926. 

In Belgium, in cooperation with \Les 
Ateliers de Construction Electrique\de 
Charleroi, the Standard received ordexs 
from the Belgian Government {oer 
long-line loaded cables amounting t 
125,000,000 Belgian francs. " 

In Italy, International Standard’s al- 
lied cable manufacturing company, So- 
cieta Italiana Reti Telefoniche Inter- 
urbane, obtained an order from the 
Italian Government for long-distance 
telephone cables amounting to 527,000,- 
000 lire. 

In France the International Stand- 
ard’s subsidiary, Le Material Tele- 
phonique, obtained from the Govern- 
ment the initial order for its rotary 
automatic system for Paris. The com- 
pletion of the company’s new factory 
in the outskirts of Paris is being 
hastened, together with additions to its 
main building, in order to provide for 
this equipment and for additional na- 
tional orders and export business. 

At London, Standard Telephones and 
Cables, Ltd., has started work on the 
new Wembley plant, which will provide 
in the course of the next three years 
manufacturing floor space of 500,000 
square feet. 

At a special meeting on March 22, 
1927, the stockholders unanimously ap- 
proved an increase in the authorized 
capital stock of the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Corporation from 
$100,000,000 to $250,000,000, divided in 
2,500,000 shares of $100 par value each. 
Stockholders totaled 4,164 at the end 
of 1926, against 2,774 at the end of 1925, 
and on April 28, 1927, the number had 
further increased to 6,497. The total 
number of employes in the Interna- 
tional System was increased by 14,012 
in the past year, making 41,249 at the 
close of 1926. 

The consolidated net income of the 
International Corporation for 1926 
amounted to $7,105,206, equivalent to 
$12.13 per share compared with $11.90 
a share at the end of 1925. On the basis 
of the average number of shares out- 
standing during the year, the earnings 
are equivalent to $16.03 per share in 
1926 as compared with $13.08 for 1925. 

The net earned surplus at the end of 
the year was increased by $3,796,253, 
and the total earned and capital sur- 
plus on December 31, 1926, amounted 
to $10,075,855.

Noted, but Retail Buying Has 
“Come inte Its Own.’”’
